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REMARKS 

Claims 1-18 are now pending in the above-referenced patent application. In this amendment, 
claims 10-18 have been added and claims 1-9 have been amended. In the Notice of Allowability, 
mailed on October 12, 2005, the Examiner allowed claims 1-9. Assignee would like to thank the 
Examiner for finding allowable subject matter. It Is respectfully submitted that new claims 10-18 are in a 
condition for allowance for at least reasons similar to those presented with respect to claims 1-9, 
Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner allow claims 1-18 to proceed to allowance. 

It is noted that the specification supports new claims 10-18. For example, support may be found 
in paragraphs [0020] - [0023] and Figure 3. Accordingly, no new matter is introduced. Claims 1-9 were 
amended to more clearly delineate intended subject matter and are not intended to be narrowing 
amendments. In fact, some of these amendments are believed to be broadening amendments. 
Accordingly, no prosecution history estoppel should apply.
